‘pany exploded today, injuring) 
more than 170 persons and re-| 
leasing an estimated 50,000 gal- | 
lons of burning fluid over a square 
block. 

The first of the series of blasts, 
which resulted in evacuation of 
near-by tenements and _ business 
buildings, less than a mile from | 
the business and hotel district, was 
preceded by fire of undetermined 
origin. 

Firemen Brave Danger. 

Six surface tanks, including two 
of 10,000 gallons capacity, one un- 
derground drum of the same size 
and numerous barrels of fuel gave 
way while firemen operated in the 
face of danger of other subter- 
ranean tanks exploding. 

Virginia avenue was a river of 
flames for more than an _ hour 
after the first blast. The intense 
heat and the flames forced fire- 
men to leave the ground and fight 
the fire from atop buildings. 
Streams of water were played 
onto the street, a near-by coal 
yard and a gasoline filling sta- 
tion. 

After a three-hour battle, the 
firemen extinguished the flames 
on Virginia avenue and appar- 
‘ently had the fire under control, 
but even then Carl Aschenbach,

still was danger that safety valves

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THE PRESIDENT’S LETTER 

The nation, as did congress, will receive the 
message of President Roosevelt on the court 
change bill, sent to Senator Alben Barkley as 
acting Democratic leader, with a mixture of 
amazement and shock. 

The President charges in the opening para- 
graphs of his letter that “advantage is being 
taken of what, in all decency, should be a time 
of mourning,” for Senate Leader Joe Robinson. 
Unquestionably this is in direct contradiction 
to the public impression, as expressed by Sen- 
ator Burton Wheeler, that “every member of 
the senate held him in too high esteem ever to 
think of such a thing.” 

There will be nationwide agreement with 
Senator Wheeler’s further statement that “The 
jJetter in this respect is most amazing and re- 
grettable.” : 

The President, in one paragraph of his let- 
ter, says: “In my message to congress I set 
forth objectives. With these objectives the 
overwhelming majority of the people of this 
country were in accord. With these objectives 
the overwhelming majority of the congress were 
in accord.” 

If President Roosevelt believes the court re- 
form bill has the approval of a majority of the 
people of America he has gotten far out of 
touch with public sentiment. 

The proposal, when first broached, was met 
by a wave of disapproval, and opposition has 
steadily mounted since. The substitute bill, 
now before the senate, has been recognized 
as being fully as objectionable as the first meas- 
ure introduced. It merely strives to reach the 
same end by a camouflaged rewriting of the 
scheme. 

Every reliable method of sounding the opin- 
ion of the people has revealed strong and grow- 
ing disapproval to the court packing bill. The 
American Institute of Public Opinion, the 
agency which, during the last presidential cam- 
paign and on numerous public questions, has 
demonstrated that its polls are worthy of full 
confidence, reveals an unmistakable majority 
opposed to the Roosevelt court reform plan. 

The President says further in his letter to 
Senator Barkley: 

“To abandon any reform of the judicial 
process at this session of the congress means 
an abandonment of the objectives.” 

Such urgency for adoption of any reform 
program is prima facie evidence of its weak- 
ness. Any reform which must be enacted in 
such haste is, on its face, a reform of question- 
able value. 

The great reforms of history have not been 
achieved by such methods. They have come 
only after long and careful discussion. They 
have been the result of an aroused public opin- 
ion, moving with the deliberation typical of 
democratic government, which deliberation is, 
itself, a safeguard against ill-conceived and ill- 
considered fantasies. 

If the President is right and judicial reform 
is desirable, it should be achieved through the 
channels provided in the constitution permit- 
ting full and deliberate analysis and under- 
standing both by the congress and by the peo- 
ple. 

The President holds, however, that judicial 
reform by constitutional amendment is too slow. 
He writes “any determined minority group in 
the nation could, without great difficulty, block 
ratification by one means or another.’ 

Thus again is revealed the weakness of the 
court reform proposal. If the President and 
his advisers fear to submit the issue to the 
people through a constitutional amendment, 
they must recognize the weakness in their plan. 
It was specifically as a safeguard against hur- 
ried and ill-advised tampering with the basic 
structure»of the American system of govern- 
ment that the referendum method of deciding 
questions of far-reaching and vital importance 
Was provided. . 

Finally, the President appeals, in his letter, 

_te the constitutional method of procedure re- 
garding legislation, despite the fact that he 


himself impatiently rejects the constitution- 
provided means of achieving such a change as 
he advocates. He writes: 

“On the congress falls the primary respon- 
sibility for the adoption of methods, but on the 


y i 


President falls the responsibility of recommend- 
ing objectives. This is in accordance with the 
constitution.” 

In the case of the court proposal the chief 
concern lies in the fact that the President has 
not only recommended, but has laid down, also, 
the method and has demanded of congress that 
his program be enacted in toto. 

He has used every means within his power, 
for six months, to force congress to do his bid- 
ding on this issue. There seemingly has been 
no weapon overlooked which might bring the 
senate membership “in line.” 

There has been no more distressing phase of 
the supreme court reform issue than the Presi- 
dent’s evident disinclination to heed the warn- 
ings of stalwart Democratic leaders, both in and 
out of congress, the press, the vast majority 
of the American bar, and millions of American 
citizens with deeply founded faith in the con- 
stitution. Rather, he has been actuated, ap- 
parently, by an unbreakable. determination to 
bring about the subordination of the judicial 
end of the government, whatever the cost to 
the Democratic party, and the nation itself, 
might be. | 

There can be no doubt that the latest move 
by the President will be viewed with amaze- 
ment by the country as a whole—and with con- 
sternation among the ranks of his supporters. 


WAR IN CHINA 

The war clouds which have broken over 
Peiping between Chinese and. Japanese troops 
may have far-reaching -effect on world condi- 
tions. 

The Japanese, in rejecting the tri-power of- 
fer of mediation from the United States, Brit- 
ain and France, place the blame for the out- 
break entirely upon the Chinese. This may, 
logically, be true. 

The Chinese, for generations irked by the 
growing influence of Japan in her internal af- 
fairs and by the Japanese seizure of Manchou- 
kuo, have for the first time achieved a definite 
degree of cohesion and central government 
control. They thus feel stronger, as an empire, 
than ever in the past. — 

The recent Amur clash between Japan and 
Russia may have led China to believe that, in 
any struggle with Japan, she would have the 
active support of the Soviet union. 

There are too many vital interests of other 
nations involved to permit unbiased observa- 
tion, by the rest of the world, of any general 
conflict between the two great powers of the 
orient. The United States is closely linked with 
both Japan and China through commercial and 
diplomatic channels. | 

Germany has an alliance with Japan and, 
should Russia support the Chinese cause, it is 
unlikely that the Hitler government would 
maintain strict neutrality toward her ancient 
enemy to the east. 

Britain and France both have large interests 
in the east. 

There will be, undoubtedly, every effort to 
avert a general war between China and Japan. 
However, Japan, in her refusal of the mediation 
offer, displays little anxiety to maintain peace. 
China, feeling her fast-growing strength, may 
look with equal disfavor upon peacemakers 
from the outside world. 

A hard-pressed world will watch with anxi- 
ety the fast-developing and ominous situation 
at Peiping. 


FASHIONING ANOTHER SPONGE 

The house judiciary committee, unanimous- 
ly, has voted approval of the bill introduced by 
Representative Malcolm C. Tarver, of Georgia, 
to provide heavy penalties for the transporta- 
tion or importation of intoxicating liquors into 
this, or other, dry states. 

In the referendum of June 8 the dry forces 
won a substantial victory over those who advo- 
cated a system of state control of the liquor 
industry in Georgia. The real issue, in that 
election, was whether the state should enjoy a 
revenue from liquormlicenses or whether all the 
profits should continue, as always under prohi- 
bition, to flow to the pockets of the bootleggers. 

Undoubtedly the leaders of the. prohibition 
forces are sincere in their belief that by keep- 
ing the mandatory statute they are keeping 
liquor out of the state. Equally sincere were 
those who voted for state control in. believing 
such a course would do more for true temper- 
ance than. unenforced prohibition. 

Representative Tarver’s bill, if enacted into 
law, will undoubtedly add strength to the arms 
of the officers charged with the duty of mak- 
ing Georgia actually, as well as nominally, dry. 
Whether the new weapon will have appreciable 
effect in dehydrating the state only time will 
tell. 

If laws could be written, and enforced, that 
would make Georgia dry in fact, they should be 
approved by all right-thinking citizens. 

Those who voted for prohibition in the belief 
that they would always be able to get all the 
liquor they desired, regardless of the law of the 
state, are not good citizens. Those who vote dry 
and drink wet dishonor their franchise.

Behind Washington Headlines 


NEUTRALITY WASHINGTON, July 16.—The fear of a sudden 

crisis abroad which would keep the President 
from leaving Washington to attend the funeral of Senator Robinson 
at Little Rock can now be confirmed in other quarters. 

Preparations for a surprise drive on congress by certain peace 
groups were uncovered which bolstered reports that officials feared’ 
the question of invoking the neutrality law was imminent. The 
situation in Europe as well as in the Far East, it was indicated, 
might make this necessary. 

The first objective in the carefully organized campaign will be 
to get two bills out of the foreign affairs committee and before 
congress. 

Pressure for action will be brought on the 118 members of the 
house of representatives who voted for an amendment to the neu- 
trality act prohibiting the export of arms, ammunition and imple- 
ments of war at all times. This amendment failed to pass, and 
immediately the Fish and O’Malley bills, incorporating the same 
idea, were introduced. These are the measures now in committee. 

Members who supported the amendment will be asked to make 
speeches on the bills on the floor and assist in securing names for 
a petition to discharge the committee and get immediate action.

It has no money to go on and when you consider the far-flung 
activities of the PWA, the rivers and harbors work, flood control, 
the activities of the army engineers and the projects that range 
from dams to boondogglers, that’s a breath-taking dilemma.

Growing Pressure to Test Our 
Neutrality Laws Is 
Observed. 


By HUGH S. JOHNSON. 


Japanese WASHINGTON, D. 
Situati °C., July 16. — The 

HUatION § Chinese-Japanese sit- 
uation is as serious as anything 
short of open and declared war 
can be. It appears to be racing 
rapidly toward a state of affairs 
from which there will be no draw- 
ing back and these two great ori- 
ental nations will be locked in a 
death struggle. 

The undeclared war in Spain is 
scarcely less dangerous. When we 
read about a concentration of 300 
bombing and pursuit planes on 
either side, we are hearing about a 
major military operation and it is 
impossible to call the operation 
Spanish. It is armed conflict be- 
tween other European powers on 
Spanish territory. 

So what? So there is a strong 
and growing pressure on this ad- 
ministration to test our new “neu- 
trality” laws—to declare a state of 
war between the Fascist countries 
(Italy and Germany) and the 
Loyalist government in Spain and 
then to embargo all sorts of ship- 
ments to the Fascist powers—to 
await a declared war between 
Japan and China and then stop 
shipments of many things to Japan. 

Suppose we did that. What 
would that be? That certainly 
would not be “neutrality” — at 
least Germany, Italy and Japan 
would not so construe it and they 
would be exactly correct. It would 
be an _American declaration of 
economic war against three of the 
most powerful and dangerous na- 
tions on earth. It would be a 
climax to the incredible American 
folly in international relations 
since 1914 and when you say that, 
you say a mouthful. For nearly 
a quarter of a century the world’s 
fat boy has been rifled of his 
candy until much of it is gone and 
— would be giving away the 
sack. 


Neutral The complications of 
Nations such a course have 

hardly been considered. 
British and other neutral mer- 
chants and ships would doubtless 
buy and carry all that we would 
have refused to American export- 
ers and exporters of the embargoed 
nations. They would cover these 
cargoes with their flags and ship 
them to whomsoever they pleased. 

Would we, as a supposed -neutral 
attempt to follow and forbid these 
shipments as belligerents do in the 
so-called doctrine of “continuous 
voyage?” If we did we would af- 
front not only the belligerent 
whom we had embargoed, but all 
the powerful mercantile neutrals 
as well. 

As to belligerents, or those whom 
we had gone out of our way to 
call belligerents, we would have 
given them mortal affronts which 
they could never forget and would 
be most unlikely to forgive. We 
would have shown a willingness to 
choke their lifelines when they 
were engaged in deadly peril and 
given aid and comfort to their 
enemies in a quarrel in which we 
had no proper part. 

As to neutrals, the embargo 
would either foolishly transfer our 
trade and-our shipping to them, or 
else embitter them in all sorts. of 
quarrels and arguments about the 
rights of friendly nations to buy 
and ship from our markets.

New 
friends were hard to.win and the old ones sorrowfully drifted away, 
for the things. they had learned to love were gone. 

Many business houses made the same mistake. During the sec- 
ond year of the depression, I heard a drug store clerk vainly trying 
to sell a bottle of toilet water to a lady who had used the same 
product for years. He assured her that nothing had been changed 


except the bottle and the label, but she was unconvinced. 

The manufacturers, made frantic by their losses, had lost faith 
in their product and changed it to attract new customers, thus auto- 
matically sacrificing the old ones. 

Don’t misunderstand me. Change and improvement are inevit- 
able, and only the senile will cling to tallow candles when electric 


lamps are available,

VALUING REAL ESTATE 
FOR TAXATION | 


Editor Constitution: Due to the 
fact that additional taxes must be 
raised, it is but natural that taxa- 
tion is a general topic of the day. 
If there was a just and true value 
of real estate, arrived at for tax- 
ation purposes, the dark clouds 
passing before the eyes of the gen- 
eral public would be greatly re- 
moved. 7 

It takes people of long experi- 
ence for expert work in appraising 
real estate values, and it should 
not be expected that just and true 
values of lands may be arrived at, 
for taxation purposes or otherwise, 
without the assistance of experts, 
who are well trained, and with 
long experience. 

Assessing property for taxation 
purposes at its full value, or at a 
certain per cent of its value, is 
futile unless the true and basic 
value is first established. 

In Georgia, we find farm lands 
generally assessed for 
purposes at so much an acre with 


practically no attention paid to the. 


quality of the soil, the number of 
acres in cultivation of each farm, 
the influence of highways and the 
proximity to the towns and cities, 
and improvements practically ig- 
nored. 

A new tax law should be enact- 
ed before taxes are further in- 
creased. A better distribution of 
the tax burden that is to fall upon 
the people is necessary, and this 
may be done by a revision of the 
present law and a rigid enforce- 
ment of the same. 

A long study to revise our law 
as to taxation of real estate is un- 
necessary, for there are other 
states which have long tried-out 
systems far superior to ours. 
Michigan has a law by which a 
local board makes the appraisal. 
The board is elected by the com- 


taxation | 


munity in which the appraisal is 
made, and then experts, who are 
strangers to the community, em- 
ployed by the state, further inves- 
tigate each appraisal in co-opera- 
tion with the local board. 


In some places, plat books are 
available, showing every piece of 
land, the acreage, the ownership, 
the cultivated and the uncultivated 
land and the value of each. As 
sales take place, the transfer is 
shown on the plat, and the pur- 
chase price. A man may turn to 
this book and find the assessment 
for taxes of his neighbor. Neither 
in farm lands nor in city prop- 
erty is there such a thing as a 
large property owner throwing all 
his property together at a certain 
value so as to mislead the public. 
He can neither misrepresent his 
acreage nor material elements, for 
the facts will be known; and the 
honest man has little to worry 
about, for he feels that such pro- 
tection is thrown about him that 
he has little to fear.

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NEW aN LIMITS. 
INJURY RECOVERIES 


Worker Held With No Re- 
course of Employment 
Risk Is Obvious. 


A worker who subjects himself 
to risks that “ordinary care and 
diligence” should tell him are in- 
jurious to his health has no re- 
course at law, the Georgia court 


of appeals held yesterday. 

The court ruled in the case of 
Jesse C. Connell, who sued the 
Fisher Body Corporation, alleging 
dust from a circular saw in a 
wood shop injured his lungs and 
resulted in his contraction of tu- 
berculosis. 

Ordinary Intelligence. 


“It is inconceivable to this 
court,” the judges held, “that a 
man possessing ordinary intelli- 
gence would not know that to in- 
hale dust is deleterious to health 
and therefore subjects him more 
readily to infections by disease 
germs.” 

Discussing the responsibility of 
master toward servant in a 
lengthy decision, the court said: 

“A common law action: will lie 
in this state for a disease contract- 
ed by an employe, where the dis- 
ease is the direct result of the 
negligence of the master in fail- 
ing to furnish the employe with 
a safe place to work, yet when 
the risk was obvious to the serv- 
ant, or could have been discov- 
ered by him in the exercise of 
ordinary care and diligence, no lia- 
bility therefor results against the 
employer. 

Ordinary Risks. 

“A servant not only assumes the 
ordinary risks of his employment 
but he assumes all obvious risks, 
or risks which he could Know or 
by the exercise of ordinary care 
and diligence.” 

The decision was reached, the 
court said, with “great difficulty.” 
The judges also cited a warning 
from a “friend of the court” of 
“the wide door which would be 
opened to claims” if the Connell 
suit were granted. 

Technically, the judges agreed 
with Fulton Superior Judge E, D. 
Thomas in sustaining the Fisher 
company’s demurrer to the suit 
and dismissal of the $10,000 peti- 


tion.

GEORGIA 10 AWARD 
MORE DOCTORATES 


Expansion of University Cur- 
ricula to Four More 
Fields Voted. 


The State Board of Regents yes- 
terday authorized Chancellor S. V. 
Sanford to expand University of 
Georgia curricula so doctors’ de- 
grees can be awarded in four 
fields. 

The board adopted Dr. Sanford’s 
outlined proposal for the expan- 
sion. He suggested candidates be 
accepted in the 1937-38 term for 
such degrees as zoology, educa- 
tion, life in Georgia and the south- 
east, and urged acceptance in 1939 
of candidates for degrees in chem- 


istry. 
Budget Expanded. 

His plan calls for budget allo- 
cations of $29,625 this year and 
$32,250 for each of the two sub- 
sequent years for the new pro- 
gram. 

No branch of the university sys- 
tem awards the doctorate degree 
in any field, except medicine. 

Of zoology, Dr. Sanford said this 
department at the university is es- 
pecially well equipped for courses 
in parasitology, dealing with prob- 
lems of human health, agriculture 
and the various animal industries. 

“At the university,” he con- 
tinued, “the study of problems of 
the south can be made most eco- 
‘nomically and effectively.” 

He has been particularly inter- 
ested in development of chem- 
urgy, a special field devoted to 
‘development of new industrial 
uses for agricultural products. 

He cited increasing demand for 
expansion of work in education, 
and said many teachers go else- 
where to work for doctors’ de- 


grees, 
Allots Work. 

He recommended work in the 
field of Georgia and southeastern 
history be given to Dr. E. M. Coul- 
ter, of the history department, and 
Dr. John D. Wade, of the English 
department. 

Special fields of study would in- 
clude history of journalism, his- 
tory of religion, history of fine 
arts, archaeology and dialects and 
folk songs in Georgia and the 
southeast. 

The regents also adopted a sug- 
gestion by the Alumni Associa- 
tion that the university institute 
a course in crime detection.

AMELIA AIR SEARCH 
TURNS NORTHWARD 


42 Lexington Planes Scan 
28,000 Square Miles in 
New Area. 


HONOLULU, July 16.—(P)—A 
study of equatorial winds and cur- 
rents sent naval aviators farther 
northward today in the closing 
phase of their South seas search 
for Amelia Earhart. 

Forty-two planes again left the 
aircraft carrier Lexington west of 
Howland island to explore 28,000 
square miles along either side of 
the international dateline to a 
point 220 miles north of the 
equator. 

Currents Bear Northward. 

The survey of currents and 
winds led to the belief the plane 
of Miss Earhart and her navigator, 
Frederick J. Noonan, might have 
drifted farther north than orig- 
inally indicated. 

This brought the Lexington 
nearer the point where the search 
started July 2, the day the Earhart 
plane disappeared while attempt- 
ing to fly 2,570 miles from New 
Guinea to Howland island. 

Still battling fierce heat and 
rein squalls, the fliers expressed 
belief that if Miss Earhart and her 
navigator are alive they will be 
found in the new searching zone 
by tomorrow. 

Gilbert Search Ends. 

The coast guard cutter Itasca 
completed its search through the 
Gilbert island area 600 miles west 
of Howland without finding a 
trace of the missing plane. Gilbert 
island authorities reported they 
had not seen or heard from the 
Earhart plane, although its course 
passed close to the Gilbert group. 

Naval authorities here expected 
the search to end tomorrow or 
shortly thereafter. Searching ships 
and planes had covered upward of 
230,000 square miles. Directors of 
the hunt originally blocked out an 
area of 265,000 miles. 

FLARE BELIEVED SEEN 
BY SEARCHING PLANE 

AUCKLAND, New Zealand, July 
16.—(UP)—A fragmentary radio 
message intercepted here tonight 
was believed to have been from 
one of the planes from the U. S. S. 
Lexington which is searching the 
south Pacific area where Amelia 
Earhart was forced down. 

The message was interpreted by 
amateur radio operators to mean 
the plane had sent up a flare and 
received an answering flash. 


Various reports of flares pur- 
portedly from Miss Earhart have 
been discounted. Some of the 
“flares” were said to be meteors.

WASHINGTON, July 16.—(UP)

of policy that they cannot make 
war in the far east without en- 
croaching upon American and 
other interests. 

Hull named no particular coun- 
tries in a statement which was, 
in effect, a vigorous restatement 
of the principles of American for- 
eign policy. He said it was in- 
tended for universal application, 
and not directed at any particu- 
lar country or countries. 

The statement was issued, how- 
ever, after a day occupied almost 
continuously by conferences be- 
tween Hull and his expert ad- 
visers on far-eastern affairs, and 
its timeliness left little doubt that 
the statement was intended large- 
ly for Japanese and Chinese con- 
sumption. 

Confers With Envoys. 

During the day, the Chinese 
ambassador, C. T. Wang, and the! 
charge d’affaires of the Japanese 
embassy, Yakichiro Suma, confer- 
red separately with Hull and, it 
was learned, he repeated to them 
separately his warning voiced 
earlier this week that war between 
Japan and China would deal a 
body blow to the cause and prin- 
ciples of world peace. 

His statement said: 

“IT have been receiving from 
many sources inquiries and sug- 
gestions arising out of disturbed 
situations in various parts of the 
world. 

“Unquestionably there are in a 
number of regions tensions and 
strains which on their face _ in- 
volve only countries that are near 
neighbors but which in ultimate 
analysis are of inevitable concern 
to the whole world. Any situation 
in which armed hostilities are in 
progress or are threatened is a 
situation wherein rights and inter- 
est of all nations either are or 
may be seriously affected.

State and Federal Officials 
Probe Cause of Disastrous 
Mine Explosion. 


SULLIVAN, Ind., July 16.—(P) 
Bowed down with grief, this 
southwestern Indiana mining town 
today went about the grim task 
of burying its dead as state and 
federal authorities probed for the 
cause of the coal mine explosion 
which left 20 families without 
wage earners. 

The living victims of yesterday’s 
calamity—the widows and children 
of the 20 dead miners—scraped 
together their small savings for 
burial purposes. Workmen’s com- 
pensation insurance will help. 

Sullivan spoke in hushed tones 
of the disaster. The memory of 
the burlap-draped bodies being 
lifted, one by one, from the Glen- 
ora Coal Company’s Baker mine, 
five miles northeast of Sullivan, 
remained too fresh. 

Coroner Cecil B. Taylor ordered 
an inquest this afternoon. Inves- 
tigators for the United States Bu- 
reau of Mines, the Indiana Bureau 
of Mines and the Indiana Coal 
Operators’ Association explored 
the mine in a search for the cause 
of the explosion. Their findings, 
if any, were not made. public. 

All of the 20 miners who perish- 
ed had large families. The widow 
and seven children of John Wal- 
ters, 39, made up the largest. In 
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/and mangled. Little family groups, 


all, the dead men left 54 depend- 
ents. 

Identification of the dead was 
difficult. The bodies were seared 


after watching with tear-filled 
eyes the removal of the bodies 
from the mine, followed the long 
procession of the dead to Sulli- 
van’s two mortuaries and there 
silently picked. out their loved 
ones. 

A sudden gasp and a sob told 
when they had reached the end 
of their search. By a scar, a spec 
tacle case, a grimy pair of shoes— 
they made the identifications. A 
few bodies could not be identified 
except through fingerprints. 

The mine’s death chamber was 
212 feet below the surface. One 
hundred and seventy-four workers 
in other parts of the mine escaped 
without injury. Nine miners were 
injured. Four of them remained 
in a hospital. 

Dependen : of the 20 dead will 
receive app oximately $90,000 in 
workmen’s compensation insur- 
ance, Edward Beggs, secretary of 
the state industrial board, said at 
Indianapolis. 

The payments will be between 
$4,000 and $4,200 for each death, 
with an additional allowance of 
$150 for burial expenses.

HEALTH TALKS

MALARIA IS STILL WITH US. 

Southern reader says malaria is 
very prevalent in his neck of the 
woods, and the treatment used is 
not very effective, for many cas7s 
are of long duration. According to 
recent statistics compiled by the 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice more than 133,000 cases of 
malaria are reported annually, and 
there are 4,319. deaths. Physicians 
in a position to know estimate 
that not more than one-fourth of 
the cases of malaria are reported 
to the health authorities, and as 
for treatment, it is sadly ineffi- 
cient in the great number of cases 
that do not come under proper sur- 
veillance of the health authorities. 

Fortunately malaria is not con- 
tagious or communicable from per- 
son to person. A person can get 
malaria only through the agency 
of the Anopheles, a genus or breed 
of mosquito. Inoculation with the 
malaria parasite occurs when one 
is bitten by this kind of mosquito. 
Malaria may be inoculated in other 
ways, accidentally or experimen- 
tally, but the bite of Anopheles is 
the only way a person can get ma- 
laria naturally. Low _ ground, 
swamp, dampness, freshly turned 
earth, watermelon, the state of the 
liver and the purity or impurity 
of the blood have nothing to do 
with it. No Anopheles mosquitc s, 
no malaria. Common Culex mos- 
quitoes have nothing to do with it. 
WwW’ na Culex mosquito alights its 
body is nearly parallel with the 
surface. When an Anopheles mos- 
quito alights its body i- nearly 
perpendicular to the surface. This 
is a depende le way to distinguish 
the malaria-carrying mosquito 
from the common kind that does 
not carry malaria. 

Malarial mosquitoes are pond 
breeders, or a puddle or natural 
collection of water in the woods 
will do, or some stagnant water in 
field or swamp. They are less 
likely to breed about habitations in 
unscreened rain Larrels, open cis- 
terns, old cans or other receptacles 
about the yard containing water or 
obstructed eaves than are the com- 
mon Culex mosquitoes, which are 
a pest but do not carry malaria.

Chill and fever as frequeni y 
means some other illness as it does 
malaria. Only by finding the para- 
sites in the blood of the patient, 
under the microscope, can the doc- 
tor be certain the patient has ma-

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A LITTLE SATURDAY TALK. 

I hope you have enjoyed our 
stories about ants. Those little ani- 
mals can be pests, but certainly 
they have interesting ways. 

We have spoken of red amazon 
ants, and how they make slaves, 
also of other special kinds. We 
have not had space to tell about 
carpenter ants, which are experts 
at digging tunnels in wood. Car- 
penter ants have thick jaws, and 
can bite away bits of wood, mak- 
ing long passageways and hollows 
for their nests. They cut through 
logs, and sometimes bore _ into 
wooden houses and bridges. 


Termites (the so-called “white 
ants”) have customs something 
like carpenter ants, but termites 
do not really belong to the ant 
family. The carpenters, on the 
other hand, are true ants. Large 
numbers of them exist on our 
continent. 


Australia has “bulldog ants.” 
Their heads are _ red, and their 
bodies are half red, half black. 
Bulldog ants are about three-quar- 
ters of an inch long. They have 
jaws which work like scissors, and 
at the end of the abdomen each 
one has a stinger about a quarter 
of an inch long. 


Harvesting ants are not known 
to plant anything, but they go out 
day after day in the summer to 
gather grain. The seeds are taken 


es 


to the nest, and there they are 
chewed or “ground” by certain 
large ants which sometimes are 
called “millers.” The millers turn 
the grain into a kind of flour, and 
this is placed in a storeroom for 
use during the winter. 


The harvesters live in districts 
where there are not many insects 
of other kinds. They eat insects 
when they can obtain them, but 
depend mostly on seeds for food. 

Ants have been observed to 
sleep, or at least to rest, from 
time to time. The resting period 
seems to last about three hours. 

Sometimes an ant finds an in- 
sect which is too large for it to 
move. Then it goes back to the 
nest and obtains helpers. How 
does it tell the other ants about 
'the discovery? There is reason 
to believe that ants give signals 
| with their feelers, tapping other 
‘ants to tell them one thing or an- 
‘other. The tapping system, how- 
ever, is not clearly understood.
